The next that fell under the ſaid 
Commiſſioners Laſn were the Fellows 
of Magdalen Colledge in Oxford; the 
Preſidentſhip of the ſaid College 
falling vacant by the Death of Dr. 
Clark, about this time, and the Fel- 
| lows fearing a Mandamus would 
Iſſue, and be impoied on them for 
ſome Perſon or other not Qualified 
by their Statutes, and whom they 
could not by their Oaths ſubmit to 
Ele& as their Preſident, notice was 
given by the Vice-Preſident for a 
New Election, by fixing a Citation 
upon the Chappel-Door, intimating 
the Vacancy, together with the 
Time and Place where it was to be 
done, as the Statutes of the ſaid Col- 
ledge directed. However, under- 
ſtanding that the King had granted 
his Letter Mandatory in behalf of 
one Mr. Farmer, they ſent a Fetition 
to Coutit, wherein they Repreſented 
by | [Q 
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to the King, that in Regard the ſaid 
Mr. Farmer was incapable by their 
Statutes of being Preſident ; Therefore 
they beſought him to permit them to 
have a Free Election, or Recommend 
to them ſome other Perſon, who 
was capable by their Statutes. Soon 
after the King's Letter came, and 
thereupon the Fellows were Sum- 
moned together, to know of them, 
whether they would Ele& Mr. Far- 
mer, in Obedience to the King's 
Mandate: To which they an{wered 
That in Regard they had a Petition 
then lying before the King, they 
thought it Convenient to ſtay till 
they had an Anſwer. At length, 
but not before the very utmoſt time 
appointed by the Statutes was come, 
they received only a ſhort Anſwer 
from the then Lord Preſident, That 
the King expected to be Obeyed. 
But the Fellows, according to the 
Statutes, Proceeded to the Election of 
a Preſident, and Choſe Dr, Hoagh, 
who being Preſented to the Viſiier, 
| was

was Sworn, Admitted, and took his 
Seat accordingly in the Chappel. 
In the mean time to mitigate the 
King's Diſpleaſure, the Fellows had 
taken all the Care imaginable, by 
Petition to the King, and by Wrt- 
ting to their Viſitor, the Lord Bi- 
ſhop of Wincheſter, and the Duke of 
Ormond, Chancellor of the Univerſity, 
Seting forth their deep Affliction to 
find themſelves reduced to that Un- 
fortunate Neceſſity, of either Diſobey- 
ing the King's Will and Com- 
mand, or Violating their own Con- 
{ciences, by moſt Notorious Perjuries. 

But upon the News of this Ele- 
 Mion at Mhite hall, the College had 
notice given by a Letter, that the 
King was much ſurpriſed at their 
Proceedings, and expe&ed they 
- ſhould ſend him an account of what 
had paſſed; Upon which their Caſe 
was Stated, and ſent vp to London, 
Setting forth the Incapacity of the 
Perſon Recommended, and the Ob- 
ligations of Oaths which they lay

Upon this a Citation 
followed from the Com miſſioners tor 
Eccleſiaſtical Cauſes, c.

Pre- 
ſident, Dr. Fairfax, Dr. Smith, and 
ſome other Fellows; who were at 
their Appearance demanded, Why 
they refuted to ' obey the King's 
Mandate? Who put in their An- 
fwer in Writing to this effect; That 
Magdalene College, as a Body Cor- 
porate, was Govern'd by Local Sta- 
tutes, Granted by Hewry VI. tor Him, 
his Heirs, and Succeflors, and Con- 
firmed by ſeveral King's of England: 
That by the ſaid Statutes, the Preſi- 
dent was to be of a good Life and 
Underſtanding, and otherwiſe ſo and 
{o Qualified, as to render him fit for 
ſuch a Charge : That they were 
bound by Oath not to admit any to

New College: And that they were 
Sworn alſo not to make uſe of, or 
Content to, any Diſpenſations, by 
what Authority ſoever, or undet 
what Form of Words whatſoever 
Granted. And therefore in regard 
they could not comply with his Ma- 
jeſty*s Letters for the Election of Mr. 
Farmer, being a Perſon no way Qua- 
lify'd, as the Statutes of the Col- 
lege required, without a manifeſt 
Violation of their Oaths, and Appa- 
rent Hazard of their Legal Intereſt 
and Property, they had Elected Dr. 
Hough, a Perſon every way Qualify'd, 
as the Statutes directed, and accor- 
ding to their IndiſpenſibleObligations, 
to Obſerve the Founder's Laws. 
The Fellows afterwards delivered 
in to the Eccleſiaſtical Commiſſioners 
„ their farther Reaſons, why they did 
not Elect Mr. Farmer, as being a 
Perſon, that had misbehaved himſelf 
while he was at Trinity-College in 
Cambridge, where he had received 
Admonition from the Maſter, in 
Order to his Expulſion. Secondly,

Fifthly, That the very time the 
King's Letters arrived at the Col- 


ton, five Miles from Oxford, in very 


ry great Exceſs, and was one of thoſe 


which, they delivered Letters and 
Certificates under the Hands of ſe- 
veral Perſons of great Reputation. 
The Conſideration of theſe Ob- 
jections prevailed fo far, that the ſaid 
Mr. Farmer was laid aſide, but the 
Vice-Preftdent, and Dr. Hough were 
both ſuſpended ; The Doctor under 
the Notion of being Illegally Cho- 
ſen, and the Vice Preſident, toge- 
ther with the reſt of the Delagates, 
for Contempt of the King's Letters. 
Soon after this a Second Mandate 
was (ent to the Colledge, Requiring 
the Fellows to admit Dr. Parker, then 


Biſhop of Oxford, to the Preſidentſhip; 


and at the ſame time a Letter was 
ſent to the Senior Fellow, to let him 
know, that the King expected a tea- 
dy Obedience to be paid to his Plea- 
ſure, and deſiring from him a ſpeedy 
Account of the Fellows Proceedings; 
But the Fellows ſtill perſiſting in their 
ſteady Reſolution to the Obſervance 
of the Statutes of the Colledge, ac- 
cording to their Oaths ; ſo nothing

was done to the King's ſatisfa&ion; 
The ſaid Biſhop being alſo rejected 
by the Fellows, the King was then 
ſo. highly incenſed, and uſed ſuch 
virulent and bitter expreſſions, on 
that occaſion, as were never perhaps 
uſed by any Prince before, and are 
not fit to be expreſſed; which plain- 
ly demonſtrated his begotted Zeal for 
the Popiſh Intereſt, and Arbitrary 
Power : Upon which then an Infe- 
rior fort of Commiſſioners for Eccle- 
ſiaſtical Cauſes and Viſitations were 
made, fitting Tools for any purpoſe 
the King deſign'd ( viz.) Dr. Carts 


wright, then Biſhop of Cheſter, Sir 


Robert Wright, Chief Juſtice of the 
Kings-Bench, and Sir Thomas Fenner, 
one of the Barons of the Exchequer, 
all well known to be Infamous Tools, 
and wou'd do any thing they were 
ordered for Lucre : Then they were 
ſent down to Magdalen Colledge, who 
in a very rude, ſordid, and ſcanda- 
lous manner turned out Dr. Hough, 
the Prefident, and Fellows that de- 
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nied to admit the Biſhop of Oxford, 
to which the ſaid Preſident and Fel- 
lows had as much Right, as any Man 
to his Eſtate. But thoſe three Good 
Commiſſioners were ſo tar from bog- 
ling at that Oppreſſion and Yillany, 
that they went yet farther, atid by 
a new ſtrain of Tyranny, never be- 
fore pradtis'd but by Abſolute Ty- 
rants, made the Fellows uncapable 
ot any otherEccleſtaſtical Preterments, 
and a Seminay of Jeſuits and Popiſh 
Prieſts were Introduced into their 
Places and Fellowſhips, as much to 
the Subverſion of the Eſtabliſhed 
Church, as the Statutes of the ſaid 
Colledge: Not was this the utmoſt to 


which King James's Arbitrary Pow- 


er went, Witneſs his Quo Warrauto's 
againſt all the Charters of the Cities 
and Boroughs in England, and alſo 
allowing four Foreign Popith- Biſhops, 
as Vicars Apoſtolical, who had Ec- 
clefiaſtical Juriſdiaion over all Eng- 


land and Wales; And alſo the King's 
waking of Popiſh Judges, and giving 


out 
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out many Commiſſions to Papiſts in 
Civil and Military Etmpioys, directly 


contrary to the known Laws of the _. 


Land, which wete niade tor the Pre- 
ſer vation of the Proteſtant Religion, 
Eſtabliſped by Lam: And then I may 
add to this, how ſeverely Titus Otes 
was treated for Diſcovering The Po- 
piſh Plot, and had an Indictment pre- 
fer'd againſt him for what he had 
Sworn, and ſufficiently Proved, in 
the Reign of King Charles 11d. to the 
ſatisfation of the whole Kingdom + 
And King James's own Actions after 
he came to the Throne, clearly de- 
monſtrated the Truth thereof. And 
then came on one Thomas Danger feild 
under the Laſh of K. James Arbitrar7 
Power, for the Diſcovery of the Meal 
Tub: Plot, but with a far worſe Fate; 
For this Oangerfeild having, in K. C. 
the IId's. Reign, in his Depoſitions 
made before the Parliament, Reveal 
ed and Diſcovered that he was em- 
ployed by the Popiſh Party, and chie- 
fly by the Popiſh Lords, then in the 

5 „„ _ Lower 
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Tower of London, and the Counteſs 
of Powis, to Kill King Charles the 
Second; And that he was alſo en- 
courag'd therein, and promiſed Im- 
punity, and aReward, and a part of 
it then given in hand by the then 
Duke of York, for that end: He was 
alſo Profecuted, and ( as Juries then 
went, and were picked out in that 
Reign for the Purpoſe ) he was found 
Guilty, and had alſo the Sentence of 
Waipping : But in his Return from 
Tyburn towards Newgate ( after his 
Whipping) he was Run into the 
Eye with a Tuck at the end of a 
Cane, by one Robert Francis, a vio- 
lent Papift; of which, with the Ago- 
ny of Whipping, he ſoon after died.

And tis 
really true what the Author of the
